Of the two, the social book-ke Ppor's 
attitude of mind, while perhaps ab 
surdly conscious, was the more really 
dignified. That attitude of mind 
Which lets one receive perpetual hios- 
pitality with no thought of Siving 
anything in return except the pleas 
ure Of Olle’s society is, for the caustie- 
luinded, @ pleasing study in self-con- 
ceit. To its detriment be it recorded, 
Cur best society every wuere gives 
to the caustic and to those who lave 
more feeling, any number of gsueh 
studies for their contemplation. The 
excuse that they have no houses 
wherein to receive is no apology for 
the careless bachelor (who is in’ this 
regard the most serious transgressor); 
for there are bachelors and bachelors 
—those who contrive to square their 
accounts in some measure, in one way 
Or another, returning by little kindly 
services, if by nothing else, the enter 
tainment they have enjoyed and 
those who go their selfish way, turn- 
ing out for no man, only lNquidating 
sucial debts by not aeknowledging 
them assuch. A party call is nota re 
turn compliment entirely equivalent 
to a party enjoyed. Yet there are 
those who venture to omit even tlils 
return civility, and the worst of it is 
they too often find their impertinence 
condoned. If receivers are as bad as 
thieves, social condoners are as bad 
as the offenders. 

“Two things I will not do,” an- 
nounced a mueh-spoiled social favor- 
ite: “I won't pay party calls, and I 
won't settle for a coat after I've 
worn it out. The principle is exactly 
similar.”

It is not a hard 
matter to remejy the evil of dirty 
Pastures, and a wi’ man will find the 
best way.
